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Scholarships Abound for Area Students

Recognizing the ever-increasing cost of tuition, 
a few local groups are offering scholarships to take the 
sting out of schooling expenses. These scholarships are 
available just as students are deciding on their higher 
education school of choice. 

Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) - For the 
second year, the MLT is offering a $1,000 scholarship for 
Mattapoisett high school residents who will graduate 
by June 2011. The Blanche B. Perry Scholarship Award 
is geared for seniors seeking an education in the 
sciences and/ or environmental studies or a related field. 
The scholarship monies derive from the Edith Glick 
Schoolman fund, "a bequest left to the MLT to provide 
support for children in the community,'' according to the 
MLT. 

Ellen Flynn, the chairperson of MLT's Education 
Committee, said that much time and energy was spent in 
developing criteria to vet the applicants. Blanche Perry, 
"our wonderful, educational spokesperson'' was critical to 
getting it off the ground, she said; thus, the group decided 
to name the scholarship in her honor. 

The winner of this year's MLT scholarship will

Marion Scholarship Committee - Marion 
graduating seniors may want to try their hand at 
obtaining college scholarships offered through the Town 
of Marion's Scholarship Committee. According to Debra 
Blanchette, Chair of the Committee, available scholarships 
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range from $250 to $1,000 and the number of scholarships 
and dollar value depend on its budget this year, which is 
yet to be determined. 

The committee began dispensing scholarships in 
1994, when the scholarship committee was adopted by 
town meeting, and since has given awards to more than 
75 Marion residents. General scholarships are awarded 
based on a student's financial need, character, scholastic 
record, extracurricular activities and involvement in 
community affairs.

Mattapoisett Lions Club - After revitalizing 
its scholarship program last year, the club again is 
offering two $1,250 scholarships to graduating high 
school students who reside in Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Rochester. The funds are raised through charitable events 
run by the Lions Club throughout the year, including 
Harbor Days, its capstone festival in July. 

Helene Rose took on the project last year as Club 
President, and with assistance from other members, 
particularly Bruce Rocha, the club put the scholarship 
program together. "Last year we had 14 applicants. This 
year we hope to have the same,'' she said. 

A major focus of Lions Club is sight and eye 
health, and special consideration will be given to students 
studying eye research. However, Ms. Rose said, "We 
didn't make it part of the scoring process." The vetting 
committee is interested in students who have participated 
in community service, and hopes a scholarship will 
increase their interest in joining the organization later in 
life. 

"We absolutely are making sure we do it every 
year," Ms Rose said. "The cost of education can be 
prohibitive and this helps out a student. We also are 
looking to the future, and hope to motivate a whole new 
crop of young people interested in community service."

Dam Removal Benefits Debated 

Rochester Board oj Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
on March 14, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall. Also in 
attendance were Selectmen Richard Nunes and Bradford 
Morse, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera and 
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Roby's 
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Assistant to the Selectmen Veronica Lafreniere. 

The minutes of the February 28 and March 5 
meetings were approved. 

The Selectmen then signed the warrant for the 
annual town election. On the ballot this year, voters will 
consider accepting the provisions of the Dairy Farm 
Stabilization Act. The vote would determine if the town 
would impose a farm animal and equipment excise tax. 
The town election will take place on April 13, 2011 at the 
Rochester Senior Center on Dexter Lane from 8:00 am to 
8:00 pm. 

In their only appointment, the Board met with 
Brendan Annett and Mark Rasmussen of the Coalition for 
Buzzard's Bay (CBB) to consider acquiring land around 
the Hathaway Pond Dam. After several warnings from 
the state to remediate the failing dam, property owner 
Susan Hamson is now looking for someone to acquire the 
parcel to address the serious dam situation. 

Mr. Rasmussen described it as "an earthen dam'' 
that has been considered hazardous by the state for the 
past ten years. 

"We got a glimpse of [potential dam failure] last 
spring," said Mr. Rasmussen. Considerable rainfall in 
March 2010 strained the dam and threatened outright 
failure. He said that state warnings to remediate the dam 
have gotten "increasingly aggressive", but with repair 
estimates reaching $650,000, the owner has been unable to 
act. 

Ms. Hamson reached out to CBB for possible 
acquisition, said Mr. Rasmussen. The organization 
believes the land is valuable for conservation because it 
would facilitate access to Haskell Swamp and Eastover 
Farm. Moreover, they believe a remediated dam would 
provide long-term habitat improvement for several fish 
species in the area. "This would be a pretty significant 
river restoration project," Mr. Rasmussen added. 

Mr. Rasmussen and Mr. Annett presented three 
options for the dam: restoration, partial restoration 
and construction of a naturalized fish way, or complete 
dam removal. Because removing the dam would be the 
most cost effective way to remediate the situation, the 
organization is exploring this as the most viable option. 

Herring Inspector David Watling expressed 
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concern that if CBB eliminated the dam and diffused 
the water to outlying wetlands, some valuable herring 
spawning areas would be lost. 

''We spoke to every fish expert we could find/' 
said Mr. Rasmussen in response to the claim. He added 
that they would "expect net benefits versus net payoff" 
in regards to fish population because the project would 
connect the fish to other spawning locations in the 
adjacent Leonard's Pond. "There's not a competing 
interest here," Mr. Rasmussen continued. "We are doing 
it for the fish like [Mr. Watling] is doing it for the fish." 

In addition to considering the fish habitat, CBB 
would have to determine the impact of dam removal on a 
nearby cranberry bog owned by Doug Beaton. 
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"It's going to take a while to get this all done/' 
said Mr. Rasmussen, who estimated the project would 
take about 18 months for completion. The next steps, he 
said, would be to acquire the dam, work with the state to 
show compliance, design and research the project, and 
obtain permitting. 

The presentation for the selection was 
informational and the CBB representatives did not ask for 
any action. 'It sounds like a complicated situation,'' said 
Chairman Parker. "Hopefully, you can work it out to the 
fishes' advantage." 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera said that he was "disappointed" that the 
planning board wanted to change action items in 
a housing plan that was approved by the Board of 
Selectmen last year. If the planning board went ahead 
with the changes, the Board of Selectmen would also 
have to approve the plan again, which would drag out 
the process, Mr. LaCamera said. "This has gone on way, 
way too long," he added. The Board agreed to ask the 
planning board chairman to come to the next Selectmen 
meeting to discuss the housing plan. 

In a budget update, Mr. LaCamera offered some 
"good news" to the Board. He said that the Old Rochester 
Regional assessment fee that they had contested at 
a recent meeting would be lower than they initially 
thought, due to over-budgeted health insurance and 
electricity costs that Old Rochester Regional must return 
to the towns. The budget increase for Rochester was 
initially $438,000, but with the refund, the town will end 
up with a budget increase of about $126,000 instead. 

In correspondence, the Board received a letter 
from Georgina Soule, who informed the Board that she 
was resigning from her position from the Scholarship 
Committee. The Board voted to accept her resignation. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 7:55 pm. 

Lagoons Eyed as Harbor Contaminant

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Vice Chairman Stephen 
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Gushing on March 15, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Town House. Also in attendance were Selectman Jonathan 
Henry, Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant 
to the Selectmen Debra Paiva. Chairman Roger Blanchette 
was not in attendance. 

In their first appointment, the Board met with 
Mark Rasmussen of Coalition for Buzzard's Bay (CBB) 
and Mark Nelson of the Horsley Witten Group to 
address possible effluent seepage from the Aucoot Cove 
wastewater treatment lagoons. 

CBB had approached the Board in September 2010 
to present concerns about water quality in Marion water, 
particularly at Hammett's Cove and the inner section of 
Sippican Harbor. CBB had presented the theory that the 
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poor water quality and elevated levels of nitrogen were 
the result of slow leaching from the wastewater treatment 
lagoons located in Aucoot Cove. With the Board's 
approval, CBB proceeded to collect water from sample 
wells around Aucoot Cove to measure nitrogen levels and 
determine if the lagoons - which span 20 acres - were the 
source of nitrogen for the harbor and surrounding water. 

According to Mr. Nelson, nitrogen levels in 
healthy water are about .05mg per liter. Sample testing 
around the lagoons, he showed, were as high as 10.2mg 
per liter. Additionally, he showed the water elevation 
levels around Aucoot Cove and demonstrated how 
effluent could diffuse from the sewerage disposal ponds 
into surrounding water. 

Mr. Nelson explained that the groundwater 
would typically move about a foot a day, and the lagoons 
are about a mile from Sippican Harbor. Considering the 
distance and time it would take for the effluent to travel 
from the lagoons to the harbor, and the onset of the water 
quality issues, he said that if the lagoons were the source, 
then the contamination began in the 1970s, which is when 
the lagoons were constructed. 

"I don't think we need to go far to know that 
we have an issue,'' said Mr. Rasmussen, President of the 
Coalition for Buzzard's Bay. "There is nitrogen getting 
into the ground from these lagoons." 

For remediating the problem, Mr. Nelson 
suggested the town initiate a plan to drain the sewerage 
tanks and line them with a "membrane". The cost for such 
a project, said Mr. Nelson, would be about $3.2 million 
dollars. 

Referencing the amount of time it took for the 
contaminated water to reach the harbor. Selectmen 
Henry asked if it would take 50 years before the results 
of a clean-up effort could be seen in outlying water. 
Mr. Rasmussen said that the improvement would take 
decades, but there could be a considerable improvement 
even in the short-term. 

"It would seem prudent to line them," said 
Selectmen Henry, but he said that he would also like to 
pursue other potential sources of nitrogen run-off, such as 
nitrogen that comes from lawn fertilizers. 
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''That's a source - there's no doubt about that, 
and we should be working on it," said Mr. Rasmussen. 
However, he thought the larger scale nitrogen levels that 
they saw in Marion were the result of seepage from the 
Aucoot lagoons. 

"We obviously have some decisions to make," 
said Mr. Dawson. "It's a lot of money." 

The Board agreed to continue discussions with 
CBB and town engineers for wastewater treatment. Camp, 
Dresser and McGee, Inc. (CDM) in regards to the Aucoot 
Cove lagoons. 

In a second appointment, the Board conducted a 
public hearing for an all-alcohol license for House of Thai. 
Alexander Kenney, manager on record, represented the 
restaurant in the license application. 

The restaurant currently has a "BYOB" policy, 
which allows patrons to bring their own beer and wine. 
The full liquor license, Mr. Kenney said, would allow the 
restaurant to expand offerings in the future. 

After the Board confirmed that House of Thai 
servers - including Mr. Kenney himself - would become 
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''TIPS'' certified in serving alcohol, they approved the 
application. 

Under action items, the Board: 

• Voted to approve a one-day, wine and malt 
license for the Marion Art Center for each of the following 
dates: March 18, 19, 25 and 26. 

• Voted to approve a one-day wine and malt 
license for an O'Shaughnessy family celebration at the 
Music Hall on June 12. 

• Appointed Animal Control Officer Susan 
Conner as the Inspector of Animals. 

• Signed a water commitment of $550. 

The Board also signed a preservation restriction 
for the Marion Art Center to the Marion Historical 
Commission. This restriction was a requirement of a 
2010 town meeting article that appropriated Community 
Preservation Act funds to repair the bell tower at the 
Marion Art Center building. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 8:40 pm. 

Expert: Asphalt Plant Too Loud 

Rochester Planning Board

A special meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson 
at 7:00 pm on March 15, 2011 in the Rochester Senior 
Center cafeteria. Committee members Susan Peterson, 
Bendrix Bailey, Gary Florindo, and John DeMaggio were 
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in attendance, as well as Town Planner John Charbonneau 
and Town Counsel Blair Bailey. 

The special meeting was called to offer additional 
time to review the effects of a proposed asphalt plant in 
Northeastern Rochester. The construction of the plant, 
which Edgewood Development originally proposed in 
mid-November, is being contested by some commercial 
and residential abutters who feel its impact is unduly 
burdensome in terms of traffic, noise, quality of life and 
other considerations. 

Led by legal representative Benjamin Tymann, 
experts have been brought forward to critique studies 
presented by Edgewood Development. At this hearing, 
the board heard from a noted acoustic expert Erich 
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Thalheimer, who presented his conclusions about the 
impact of the plant of its closest abutter, the Millet 
residence. 

After some dispute between Edgewood 
Development and Mr. Tymann about the use of 
Edgewood maps in the presentation, Mr. Thalheimer 
agreed to present his materials without reference to their 
maps, although they were used in his analysis. 

Mr. Thalheimer offered a comprehensive 
technical analysis of noise from the proposed site and 
concluded that it would significantly raise ambient noise 
levels over what is permitted by the state Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). The town of Rochester 
has no bylaws addressing noise. 

Under DEP rules, Mr. Thalheimer explained 
that noise studies are generally conducted relative to the 
effects on the closest abutter, which in this case is the 
Millet family. This residence is 150 feet from the proposed 
site, and the property line is 60 feet from the site. Other 
abutting properties were not studied. 

He said to gauge the impact of noise on the 
property, he placed two outdoor microphones at the 
Millet property line and ten feet from the residence's 
facade to measure sound levels between 6:00 am and 4:00 
pm during the week of February 12, excluding Sunday. 

Under the regulations, a new operation cannot 
increase noise levels more than 10 decibels above the 
current background noise. This translates into noise twice

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as loud as what would occur in the quietest conditions, 
although Mr. Thalheimer emphasized that he factored in 
other noise, including noise from four trucks per hour, for 
the benefit of the applicant. 

He said the results found that background 
noise for the facade of the home and the property line 
is roughly 50 decibel acoustics (dBA). As such, the 
proposed plant noise could not exceed 60 dBA at either of 
these locations, or he said they would be in violation of 
Massachusetts regulations. In response to an inquiry from 
Mr. Florindo, Mr. Thalheimer explained that the state 
does not take into consideration zoning in this rule. The 
proposed plant would be built in an industrial zone. 

Mr. Thalheimer then described in detail what 
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associated ID tags.

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kind of noise the proposed plant would generate, using 
raw data obtained by Gencorps, manufacturer of the 
plant. This information included specific dBA information 
on noise sources of the plant, including truck traffic, 
mixing drums, vibrating screens, the stack, backup alarms 
and conveyor belts. He superimposed the site plan on 
a map created by Google Earth to help calculate the 
ambient dBA level that would be created by the plant. 

The findings concluded that the plant would 
create 70 dBA from the property line and 60 dBA from the 
home facade. "This is twice as loud as what DEP allows. 
That is quite loud, a considerable noise impact,'' he said, 
adding that noise created by back up alarms would be 69 
dBA from the property line and 62 dBA from the facade. 

Mr. Thalheimer said the state has, on frequent 
occasions, used his acoustic analyses and in response to 
committee member Mr. Blair's question, "Would [the 
DEP] take your information as gospel?" he responded: 
"Yes." 

Some discussion took place about the timing of 
the study, which occurred when nearby abutter Rochester 
Bituminous was closed and thereby not included in the 
ambient sound calculation. Mr. Thalheimer stressed that 
at 1,200 yards away, the property is too far away to affect 
the ambient levels at the Millet residence. Jerry LoRusso 
of Edgewood Development expressed similar concerns 
that higher traffic during summer months would yield 
different results. 

"In my 25 years permitting commercial and 
residential property, Fve never heard of background noise 
being determined at the quietest time," Mr. LoRusso 
said. However, Mr. Thalheimer said the DEP generally 
wants such studies at the quietest time possible to protect 
abutter interests. 

He summed up that for the Millets, the sounds 
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would "be dominant'' with even SEMASS operations 
being "totally drowned out" by the noise. He added that 
mitigation is difficult because much of the noise sources, 
such as that from the stack, are at high levels and difficult 
to block with fences. 

Mr. Thalheimer then went on to criticize the 
Edgewood Development noise study, calling it an 
"amateurish." He said that is "degrades the standard of 
industry." He said the author of the study, George Groll, 
is not an acoustics expert and only studied ambient noise 
levels for 15-minute increments, and at the property line, 
not the facade as required by the DEP. The study, he said, 
"was meaningless and incorrect for the applicant." 

He said the author failed to identify methodology 
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used, and suggested a eight to 10 foot tall wooden fence 
which Mr. Thalheimer said would do nothing to decrease 
decibel volume. 

"There were a lot of red warning signs, beepers 
and buzzers," he said of the report. Mr. Charbonneau, 
town planner, concurred that he was "disappointed'' in 
the report and said he has yet to receive more acoustic 
studies that he requested from the applicant. "Fm 
concerned about the lack of data the board has in front of 
it," he said. 

Mr. Thalheimer stopped short of offering advice 
to the board about possible mitigation to reduce the 
noise, although Mr. Johnson pointed out that the board 
could require mitigation to meet allowable noise levels 
in its conditions of approval. Mr. Lorusso did say he is 
willing to go with less offensive back-up alarms to reduce 
annoying noise. 

The board voted to continue the hearing for 
March 22 at 7:30 pm. Under the current deadline, a 
decision has to be rendered by March 24. 

At 9:35 pm, the board voted to adjourn. 

Bay Watch 40B Hearing Continued 

Marion Conservation Commission

A meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission was held on Wednesday, March 9, and 
called to order at 7:00 pm by Chairman Joel D. Hartley. 
Also present were members Norman A. Hills, Wendy L. 
Carreau, Lawrence Doman, Sherman Briggs and Secretary 
Diane R. Drake. 

The first order of business was an appointment 
with William A. Sampson for a Request for Determination 
of Applicability (RFD) to raze the existing dwelling at 
43 Dexter Road, Dexter Beach, and reclaim the yard by 
clearing brush up to fifteen feet from the wetland line. 
Thomas Lovett of Banyan Consulting of Somerville, 
MA represented the applicant. Mr. Lovett said that the 
applicant wants to change the application to show that 
he will not raze the building. Instead, he plans to sell it 
and wants permission to clear the property of overgrown 
vines, brush, downed cedar trees and honeysuckle. The 
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property has a sewer hook up in front of the dwelling and 
the applicant requested permission to fill in the cesspool 
area with an estimated 6 yards of sand or stone. The board 
agreed to the proposal with the condition that metal 
stakes be placed every ten feet marking the 15-foot line 
from the wetlands. 

The next appointment was with Alan and Linda 
Solomon for an RFD to construct a living room, dining 
room and mudroom expansion within the patio areas at 
15 Spinnaker Lane, and reconstruct the patio along the 
easterly side of the dwelling. Dave Davignon of Schneider 
Associates represented the applicant. The L-shaped 
addition was approved by the board with the condition 
that the grade remain the same. 

The next item was an RFD for John R and Craig 
R Lawrence to construct a deck and three small additions 
to the dwelling at 5 Rawkechatt Way, a detached garage 
with a gravel driveway, bury utilities and do landscaping. 
Christian Fallon of Thompson Engineering, along with the 
Lawrences spoke to the board. Mr. Lawrence explained 
that the one and a half acre property is in an AE15 flood 
zone with an isolated wetland, created by both past 
hurricane damage and work done on a neighboring 
property. At issue was whether the bowl shaped wet area 
was a 'protected resource'. Multiple visits by the ConCom 
and engineers hired by the Lawrences have studied, 
measured, photographed and discussed the nature of 
the wet area to help determine if it is a viable wetland 
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resource. After much discussion, Mr. Fallon explained 
that the outdoor shower proposed by the applicant w^ould 
return the water into the existing sewer system, in the 
house and the wet area would be turned into a 'water 
feature' in the proposed landscaping. Some soil will be 
taken out of the wet area and sand will be added, to help 
increase the rate of water drainage. The board agreed to 
the proposed changes. 

The next appointment, which was continued until 
April 13 at 7:30 pm, was for Bay Watch Realty Trust's 
Notice of Intent to construct a 168-unit affordable housing 
complex under Chapter 40B with associated parking 
areas, utility connections and storm water management 
infrastructure off Front Street (Route 105). A March 9 letter 
from Bay Watch Realty Trust's attorney. Lynch, DeSimone 
and Nylen, LLP, noted that the continuance was "to work 
on density and design options". 

The Town of Marion was granted a seventh 
three-year extension permit to construct and maintain a 
launching ramp, maintain a seawall, and remove boulders 
at the end of Silvershell Beach. 

A one-year extension permit for constructing an 
access road along the top of the seawall at 96 Moorings 
Road, adding beach sand, and reconstructing the seawall 
was approved for 96 Moorings Road Nominee Trust. 

A three-year extension permit was approved for 
Island Wharf Road, LLC (Barden's Boat Yard) for paving, 
installing a fuel tank and storm water best management 
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practices at 2 Island Wharf Road. 

Robert and Mary Merrow requested a full 
certificate of compliance for constructing a gravel road 
(Pasture Lane) from Converse Road through a wetland to 
a four-lot subdivision. Tom Gelson, who owns one of the 
lots, represented the applicant. The four-lot parcel with 
each lot consisting of three acres, was called a 'residential 
compound', as approved by the Planning Board over a 
decade ago. At issue was the 12-foot driveway which has 
required annual maintenance due to what was referred 
to as "a road lacking a good, solid foundation'', by Mr. 
Gelson. In reviewing records of the 12-year-old complex, 
the board noted that they lacked paperwork involved in 
the wetland replication areas alongside the driveway. The 
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board requested the applicant to provide the information 
for review prior to a certificate of compliance being 
issued. 

Without any additional business to come before 
the board, the committee adjourned at 9:07 pm. 

NOD Bylaw Changes Debated 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder at 7:10 pm 
on March 14, 2011 in the meeting room of the Marion 
Town House. Committee members Tom Magauran, John 
Sweeney, Steve Gonsalves, Jay Crowley and Assistant to 
the Board Terri Santos also attended. 

In action items, the board approved regular 
meeting minutes for January 3 and $330 for various field 
engineering work and $580 for newspaper advertising. 

The board voted to hire Cornish Associates 
to provide two "deliverables'' related to a proposed 
Neighborhood Overlay District (NOD) bylaw up for vote 
at the May town meeting. In exchange for an amount 
not to exceed $7,750, Cornish will deliver a 15-minute 
presentation on the bylaw to all boards and give a case 
study demonstration on what the NOD would look like. 

"We feel it is very important to garner support 
from all boards in town," Chairman Ryder said. 

A draft presentation by Cornish will take place at 
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a regularly scheduled 2015 Committee meeting on March 
24. The second and final presentations to all boards will 
take place on April 14. Both meetings will be open to the 
public. 

Due to significant changes in the proposed bylaw, 
which were condensed from four sections into one, the 
board opened and closed public hearings related to bylaw 
sections that are no longer under consideration. 

About a dozen residents came out for the next 
agenda item: a continued hearing on the proposed NOD 
bylaw. 

Prior to opening the hearing, Mr. Ryder explained 
that the NOD bylaw effort began four years ago and has 
undergone many modifications in response to input from 
the public. He added that the most recent version, which 
would encompass Section 16 of the town bylaw, has been 
reviewed and approved by Town Counsel Jon V\^hitten. 

In his comments, Mr. Magauran said that the 
bylaw is "something we think can have a positive impact" 
although "sometimes it is hard to make heads and tails of 
it." To that end, he hoped to educate and inform Marion 
residents about the bylaw in preparation for the vote at 
town meeting. The bylaws require a two-thirds majority 
to pass. 

Mr. Magauran said that the simplified version of 
the bylaws hopefully address "earlier concerns" and he 
added, "I hate to see it dismissed by folks. . . after so much 
effort has been put into it." Mr. Magauran confirmed that 
two members of the board own property in the proposed 
NOD, but because the board itself will not approve the 
bylaw, he feels it is not a conflict of interest. "I don't see 
anybody with an agenda," he said. 

Chairman Ryder took the time to read the entire 
bylaw. Sections 16.1 through 16.6, to those present at 
the meeting. The bylaw, available in the Planning Board 
office, describes its purpose, which grants the power to 
the Planning Board to act as a Special Permit Granting 
Authority (SPGA) to issue special permits that allow 
flexible uses in the business district, including mixed-uses 
and denser development. 

"The [NOD] is intended to ensure that this 
portion of the Town of Marion is not developed as 
'sprawl' development, but rather developed consistent 
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with the town's 19th century, rural New England, seaside 
village character,'' it read. 

Some highlights of the bylaw include the SPGA's 
ability to allow: 

• Higher density residential units not to exceed 
eight dwelling units per acre. 

• Lower setbacks of no less than ten feet from the 
front yard and no greater than 18 feet from the sideline of 
the road right of way. 

• Setbacks no less than three feet from rear yards 
and no minimum setbacks for side yards. 

Developers seeking a Special Permit must adhere 
to specific design requirements, allow property easements 
for shared roadways and driveways to accommodate 
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higher development, allow for inclusionary zoning, and 
provide street frontage features including sidewalks for 
pedestrian use and integrated street trees and tree strips. 
The bylaws also require that the financial impact on the 
Marion Village Center be weighed and encourages green 
buildings. 

Speaking about the Marion Village Center, Mr. 
Magauran said, "Most of us really value the village center, 
but we all know the financial stresses... Mattapoisett has 
lost its village center and we don't want that to happen 
here," he said. 

Overall, Mr. Magauran stressed that the bylaw 
does not change the underlying zoning, but "it gives us 
ability to shape development in the future." 

In the first public comment, John Rockwell 
questioned whether the Planning Board violated the 
open meeting law due to the changes in the bylaws since 
the previous hearing. Mr. Ryder said the board agreed 
to reduce the scope of the bylaw, but Mr. Rockwell 
responded, "I've watched every meeting, and it was never 
discussed." 

"Talk to the Attorney General. . . this other stuff 
[regarding opening meeting law violations] is nonsense. 
Speak about the bylaw or go away," responded Mr. 
Magauran. 

"A lot of what was proposed was based on 
your suggestions," weighed in Mr. Briggs, who said the 
removal of residential areas from the NOD happened due 
to Mr. Rockwell's input. 

Resident Carol Sanz expressed concern about the 
setbacks, with worry that the back of some buildings will 
face Front Street. Mr. Magauran said that such a scenario 
would not be approved by the board and noted that the 
police and fire officials would need to be comfortable with 
the setbacks. 

Ms. Sanz questioned the section that allows the 
planning board to guard against negative impact on the 
Village Center. "That has no teeth. . . How can you deny 
someone, saying they would have a negative impact? You 
have no control over what those people would do. It's free 
enterprise," she said. 

Mr. Magauran said the board could not stop 
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a similar development from being proposed, but 
"everything is consideration''. 

"I want to know your compelling reason why you 
want this to happen?'' Ms. Sanz asked. 

"This gives us tools to shape what happens in the 
future," Mr. Magauran responded, noting that the design 
guidelines and housing integration would benefit Marion 
through better aesthetics and more affordable housing 
options. "This gives the planning board the ability to have 
flexibility. If we had this before Cumberland Farms came 
long, it would have given us a lot of control," he said. 

Resident Karen Dourdeville spoke at length about 
the possible impact of increased density, in particular 
the effect on the town budget. She said that if Baywatch 



Realty's 40B development comes to fruition, "we will be 
inviting a lot of kids into the school." She added, "If I 
were a developer, I'd be salivating over this." 

Mr. Magauran responded that Batwatch Realty 
may sell 70 percent of the units at the market rate, but the 
need for housing in the NOD may not take off as much. 
"The housing needs will change," he said. 

Higher density development and increased 
traffic worried resident Annie Rockwell, who asked 
if the board is pursuing a traffic study. Mr. Ryder said 
that although the traffic issue has been discussed at 
length, it is impossible to conduct one without a specific 
development proposal. Mr. Rockwell summed up, "I 
think it is a mistake. This is going to have negative impact 
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on Marion/' 

Some discussion took place on how increased 
density would affect the town's sewer system, which 
already is at near capacity Mr. Rockwell said he is 
concerned about the lack of coordination between 
Planning Board and Sewer and Water Commission about 
the demand. He said that resident taxpayers would have 
to foot the bill for infrastructure to handle increased 
sewerage. 

The board voted to continue the hearing for 
March 28 at 7:30 pm. 

In the last item, the board voted against a 
proposed Open Space Acquisition Survey requested to 
update the Open Space Recreation Plan. 
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''Should we be taking tax dollars for this right 
now?'' Mr. Magauran said. 

"We've got more than enough open space. . . We 
need to fix and maintain what we have," Mr. Briggs said. 

To board voted to comment that the proposed 
survey is "self serving and a waste of tax dollars." 

The board voted to adjourn at 9:30 pm. 

Fiscal Year 2012 Budget Presented 

Old Rochester School Committee

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
(ORR) District Committee was called to order by 
Chairman Peter Bangs at 6:00 pm on March 9, 2011, in the 
superintendent's conference room at ORR High School. 

Chairman Bangs started off the meeting by 
reporting that negotiations with ORR staff "remain 
cordial" with a good "give and take" about the realities of 
the Fiscal Year (FY) 2012 budget. He also reiterated that a 
public hearing for this budget is scheduled for March 21 
at 7:00 pm in the high school cafeteria. Certification of the 
budget is required by March 23, he said. 

Superintendent Doug White discussed news 
that Tom Scott - Executive Director of the Massachusetts 
Association of School Superintendents - recently spoke 
about the state of the budget on Beacon Hill and how it 
may affect schools. He said circuit breaker funds may be 
reimbursed at 75 percent, higher than anticipated, but 
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that federal stimulus money is "drying up/' The house 
is expected to finalize its budget by mid- April and it 
"remains to be seen" how the state numbers will play out. 

Mr. White also reported that more than 20 
district students would attend the Project Contemporary 
Competitiveness (PCC) summer program at Stonehill 
College. "This is the highest number we've ever had," 
commented Mr. White. The PCC program offers "high 
level academic opportunities for kids and community 
service projects in a team collaborative effort," he 
explained. 

In other news, the superintendent said that the 
technology subcommittee has been meeting to address 
technology infrastructure needs, and plans to draft 
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recommendations before the summer. 

Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum and 
Instruction, announced that a teacher/ parent speaker 
series soon will begin, with Enrichment Teacher Stacy 
Soucey kicking it off with a talk about gifted students on 
April 14 at 6:30 pm at Sippican School. These talks, which 
will take place in the summer and fall, are open to the 
public. 

Ms. Frangos also said the administration is 
busy hiring and interviewing potential staff for the new 
summer school program. She said the district is close to 
hiring a director that she feels will "bring much expertise 
to the program''. 

Facilities Manager Steve Murphy said that 
his staff was hard at work over February vacation 
giving "quite a bit of a face lift to the junior high and 
high school." He said the work has paid off. "We've 
maintained a high level of cleanliness and really stepped 
it up," he said. 

Mr. Murphy also said that the installation of a 
new Direct Digital Control system - a program to monitor 
and control energy use - is 55 percent complete, and that 
110 univents in the buildings had required modification 
because they were not wired to perform their function. 
"The winter has been rough. There have been some 
defects in the system and heating coils need to be 
replaced," he added. 

The girls' indoor track team visited the ORR 



committee as the new state champions. Dr. Bangs honored 
their achievement and said, "I've been struck by their 
sportsmanship. They are not only tremendous athletes, 
but tremendous teammates." Superintendent White also 
offered his congratulations. 

Business Administrator Katie Isernio reported on 
behalf of Suzanne Souza, Food 

Services Director, that the food service program currently 
is $5,000 in the black. Also, she said a guest chef prepared 
veggie burgers and soup on March 7, which was well 
received at the High School. "The junior high students 
were a little less adventurous," she said. 

The committee approved the regular and 
executive session minutes for February 9. 

A look at the budget followed. Mr. White said the 
level-funded budget does not reduce staffing positions, 
although one retiring teacher in the classical and modern 
language department will not be replaced. The result 
is that next year there will be 26, not 31, sections in the 
foreign language department and the class size will 
increase from 16.1 to 19.2, he said. 

Overall, the $16,598,631 budget reflects a $6,521 
increase in the regular day budget and an increase of 
$261,572 in the special education budget. The operations 
and maintenance budget is increased by $268,092 or 1.75 
percent over the FY 11 budget. 

Most increases are tied to contractual obligations, 
although a new utility plan obtained by Mr. Murphy led 
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to $114,534 in savings for telephone, gas and electricity for 
the junior high and high schools. 

The budget also incorporates a new computer 
leasing program, which will stock two junior high labs 
with 80 Mac computers. The current computers are eight 
years old. "Every three years there will be an upgrade in 
the equipment,'' he said. The initial costs for the lease are 
$24,263. 

"I appreciate the effort and support of the staff 
he said of the budget, which will be presented to the 
public at 7:00 pm on March 21 in the high school cafeteria. 

The board voted to go into Executive Session at 
7:45 pm for the purpose of collective bargaining. 
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FY 2012 School Budgets Discussed 

Mattapoisett School Committee

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Grace 
Knox on March 14 at 7:10 pm in the Center School 
cafeteria. Committee members present were Chairwoman 
Knox, Gerald Johnson, Charles Motta and Joyce Lavoie. 

Chairperson Knox opened the meeting with a 
moment of silence for the people of Japan in their time of 
grief. The Chairperson's report followed with Ms. Knox 
thanking Jo Pannell and Ray Andrews for producing the 
first ORCTV program on behalf of the school committee 
on the options on repairing the Center School clock. 
She said that Mr. Andrews hopes to raise the $70,000 in 
private funds to restore the clock to its original condition 
rather than a digital, less expensive repair. 

Mr. White presented his report and said that 
Chapter 70 would be level-funded for fiscal year 2012 and 
that he expected a 53 to 54 percent reimbursement for 
regional transportation reimbursement. 

Mr. White spoke about a recent conference he 
attended entitled "Preparing Students for College Career 
and Citizenship in the 21st Century''. He said that overall 
statistics show that education in Massachusetts has shown 
significant improvement since the education reform act 
of 1993, but that there was still a significant number of 
students dropping out of school. In 2010, he said, there 
were close to 8,600 students who dropped out of high 
school in the state. Also, many who did graduate were 
unprepared for either a two-year or four-year education 
or the workforce, he said. 

The two principals then gave their reports, 
beginning with Ms. Bowman who said that Center School 
report cards for the second trimester will be sent home 
with students on Monday, March 21 and that parent 
conferences are begin scheduled for Thursday, March 24 
and Friday, March 25. 

Mr. D' Andrea commented on the recent FORM 
instrumental concert band performances and the 
upcoming choral concerts. The Old Hammondtown music 
program continues to attract students and the schools are

The Moderate Parent 

Cake and Chaos

Scene: An average family 
home, festooned with garlands 
and balloons. A child - four 
years old - arrives in a tutu and 
some great expectations. Within 
the course of the next two 
hours, she will have a story time, 
games, pizza, cake, toys and 

friends. It's overstimulation central. And when the 
party's all over, she's probably going to throw a temper 
tantrum. End scene. 

Thus begins my fourth adventure in party planning 
for my daughter. Hazel. It's another year, and another 
chance to answer the question - how much party is 
too much? What is within the realm of "normal" for a 
birthday party? 

If you are the kid, there is no such thing as "too 
much". So far. Hazel has requested the following for her 
birthday party: 

• Two unicorns. 

• 500 (or so) balloons. 

• Three different cakes - a Hello Kitty one, a 
caterpillar one and a Berenstain Bears one. 

I can make this happen. . . right? 

Think back to the birthday party of your 
childhood - it consisted of a simple sheet cake from the 
supermarket, some pointy hats, freeze tag and small grab 
bags of penny candy. There were no themes. Typically, 
no one rented a hall, but we might all meet at the 
bowling alley for a couple rounds of bumper bowling. 
That was about it. 

Nowadays, it's an all-out extravaganza in 
Hollywood. For daughter Suri's fourth birthday 
party, Tom Cruise and Katie Holmes reportedly spent 
$100,000. 

That extravagance is carrying over into Middle 
Class, USA, with the expectation of recreating 
Hollywood magic on a considerably smaller budget. 
Travelling petting zoos, hired help, catering - there 
is even a California-based company called "Cindy 
Cinderella Carriages" that rents horse-drawn carriages 
for princess-themed birthday parties. 

In an op-ed for the New York Daily News, 
columnist Denis Hamill calls extravagant children's 
parties "monstrosities of conspicuous spending". But I 
think - 1 hope, at least - the parents' intentions are good. 



They want to make their kids feel extra special for one 
glorious day. But unfortunately, the bills add up, and the 
bar is raised a little higher for future parties. 

For Mattapoisett native Heather Leclair-Perez, both 
"budget" and "magic" were in mind when she planned 
her son's first birthday party last year. "My mother 
created a magical day for both my brother and I when 
our birthdays came around," said Ms. Leclair-Perez. "I 
remember my Strawberry Shortcake party in particular - 
I had a cake that was decorated to look just like her. All 
of my friends from school and all of the neighborhood 
kids and parents would come and we'd play games, red 
rover, pin the tail on the donkey, freeze dance." 

For her son, Ms. Leclair-Perez wanted to recreate 
the magic she felt in her childhood, but stick to a budget. 
She rented a bounce house - with a coupon - and she 
made her son's birthday cake. "One of our challenges 
was budgeting," she said. "I made [my son's] cake in 
order to save money, but it would have been much easier 
and less time consuming to purchase one." But like most 
parents, Ms. Leclair-Perez saw the task as a labor of 
love. "I truly enjoyed creating the goody bags for each of 
the kids," she added. 

This year. Hazel and I have decided on a storybook 
theme for her party. Her favorite storybook is The Very 
Hungry Caterpillar by Eric Carle, so we decided on a 
caterpillar cake and a storytime. 

I didn't think I would succumb to the birthday 
craze. I thought I could keep a party simple. And then it 
happened - 1 started obsessing about theme. How could I 
work the caterpillar into every facet of the party? Should 
I make a caterpillar out of balloons for the fireplace 
mantel too? How about the food? Caterpillar pencils? I 
found caterpillar cups and bowls and plates that were $4 
more - per package - than Chinet. And the pointy hats! I 
could special order caterpillar party hats! 

I started researching all the different ways I could 
make my dream caterpillar party come true. Wait - did I 
say my party? Oops. I meant. . . my daughter's party. 

So reluctantly, I abandoned the notion of caterpillar 
everything. Yes, the cake will still be a caterpillar. The 
kids will all get a small stuffed caterpillar as a favor, but 
that's it. I am getting plain, sensible plates and cups and 
hats for the kiddos. They will retreat to the backyard and 
run around until they fall apart from lack of naptime. 
And big party or not, my daughter is probably going to 
throw a tantrum at some point. I'd rather that tantrum 
come with a $100 price tag and not a $1 ,000 one. Right?

Lost Angeles

Battle Los Angeles, Starring Aaron Eckhart and Michelle 
Rodriguez. Directed by Jonathan Liebesman. Running time: 
116 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

It's only terrible timing, I suppose, that gave us an 
apocalyptic destruction movie on the same weekend we were 
seeing the real, horrific thing on the news. We don't need 
an attack by aliens hunting for water; an 8.9 earthquake is 
sufficient, thanks. The images and sounds coming out of Japan 
put anything in Battle Los Angeles to shame. We saw, via 
helicopter cameras, a gargantuan blob of mud and sea water 
smothering everything in its path — cars, houses, people. In 
a way, if you saw that in a movie your eyes would probably 
reject it as fake. It's implausibly monstrous, like something 
out of Lovecraft. In Battle Los Angeles, what we see is the 
usual tidy art-directed rubble of movie disaster. It lacks the 
incomprehensible chill and randomness of the thing itself. 

Not that Battle Los Angeles wants to be a starkly realistic 
meditation on mass death. I mean, it's about aliens. It has 
been directed by Jonathan Liebesman as if it were a standard- 
issue war flick, the difference being that the enemy is 
extraterrestrial. We follow one Marine unit, composed of mostly 
interchangeable stereotypes, as they make their way through 
E.T.-tom Los Angeles to find survivors at a police station. The 
style is ripped off from — sorry, I mean inspired by — the 
you-are-there whip-pan over-edited sweatbox style of Ridley 
Scott's Black Hawk Down. I can say this much for Battle Los 
Angeles over Black Hawk Down: At least here, when the enemy 
is presented as inhuman, unstoppable death machines, there's 
no guilt involved. We're not cheering the slaughter of Somalis; 
they're just terminators. 

There are some half-hearted stabs at drama. Staff Sargeant 
Nantz (Aaron Eckhart), who's about to retire before the aliens 
strike, is assigned to a unit containing the resentful brother 
of a soldier who died on one of Nantz' previous missions. So 
Nantz defers to the orders of a green 2nd Lieutenant (Ramon 
Rodriguez), who mostly doesn't know what the hell he's 
doing. Then again, neither does anyone else — it's not as if 
this has happened before. The strategy seems to be: shoot at 
the aliens a lot. Eventually, Nantz grabs a wounded alien and. 




in a particularly queasy 
sequence, keeps stabbing 
it and roughly dissecting 
it until he figures out what 
will kill it. 

I kind of felt sorry for 
the alien, who might 've 
been some grunt beloved 
on his home planet by 
his alien wife and alien 
kids, trying to survive 
this mission and get some 
darn water. You might 
remember that David 
Bowie's alien in The Man 
Who Fell to Earth also 
came here in search of our 
life-giving liquid; he ended 
up a drunken recluse, and 
maybe if the aliens in Battle Los Angeles had chosen a more 
peaceful approach they, too, might 've succumbed to a draining 
ennui. Perhaps being blown up by a few motivated Marines is a 
nobler way to go — a Viking funeral rather than measuring out 
their lives with coffee spoons. 

Anyway, the dwindling unit, joined at one point by the 
rapidly typecast Michelle Rodriguez (who's funny enough in 
interviews that I'd like to see her in a comedy every so often 
instead of hefting ordnance forever), finds a few survivors and 
has to get them to a certain checkpoint before the Air Force 
bombs the area. This creates an almost-literal ticking -bomb 
tension that turns out to go absolutely nowhere. Between the 
disorienting jiggly-cam and the dreary rubbled disasterscape. 
Battle Los Angeles is visually obnoxious and swiftly falls into 
a redundant march — how many times can we watch Marines 
taking cover and returning fire at barely glimpsed aliens before 
our eyes glaze over? There are some feints at levity, but nothing 
in the movie is funnier than the first reel's hapless attempt to 
set up the soldiers as real people — we see one Marine kissing 
his wife's pregnant belly goodbye, and I never could remember 
which one he was. Say what you will about James Cameron, 
but he's good at this stuff, and his Aliens remains the pinnacle 
of the extraterrestrial combat subgenre. I remember ol' Hicks 
and Hudson and Vasquez (the proto-Michelle Rodriguez) and of 
course Ripley more vividly after 25 years than I remember, two 
hours after seeing Battle Los Angeles, Staff Sergeant Nantz and 
... the rookie guy and ... jeez, what were their names?

Elizabeth Taber was born Elizabeth Sprague 
Pitcher in Marion (then called Sippican Village) in 1791. 
Educated at Marion's grammar school and then the 
Sippican Seminary, which was the equivalent of a modern 
high school, she eventually became a teacher in Marion. 
Elizabeth worked in that capacity until she married New 
Bedford clockmaker Stephen Taber in approximately 
1811 and settled with him in that city. After outliving her 
husband and three children, she returned to Marion a 
very rich woman, having amassed tremendous wealth 
through shrewd investments in railroads. By then an 
octogenarian, Mrs. Taber began an architectural and 
cultural renaissance in Marion. Among the buildings 
she funded and / or constructed are the Elizabeth Taber 
Library and Natural History Museum, the Music Hall, the 
Congregational Church Chapel and Marion's (current) 
Town House. Even beyond her dedication to the town of 
her birth, however, was her devotion to education, and 
her greatest accomplishment was her establishment of 
Tabor Academy in 1876. 

The evening's featured performer, Natalie 
Hemingway, is a familiar face and name to area residents. 
A retired public school educator, she has authored several 
historical books, and her costumed impersonations of 
local historical figures have made her a sought-after 
performer. Marion audiences will likely remember Ms. 
Hemingway's delightful portrayal of FDR's mother, Sara 
Delano Roosevelt, last spring.
